Really @ 
light might be afforded, if it was only a rushlight, to 
east a ray of glory upon our poor eclipsed native 
artists.

lery. It is too bad that foreigners should go away 

with the notion that English art is in such a state of 
yrofound darkness in our country, as our Fine Arta 

Commissioners have too successfully thrown around it 
in Trafalgar-square. Even Turner’s dazzling sun- 

shines have been turned into the most November mid- 

nights; and there is not one picture left hanging in 
which ‘the lights’ have not been completely extin- 
guished. It is most melancholy to see an amateur 
viewing a sunrise by the light of a lucifer. The Ver. 
non Gallery may be ‘ well worth seeing,’ but the dif. 
ficulty is how tosee it, We went to see pictures and 
gaw nothing but blinds. Altogether the treatment of 
Mr. Vernon is the blackest piece of ingratitude a 
country was ever guilty of towards a benefactor,” 


As we were amongst the first to point out the 
gross injustice not only to the noble and philan- 
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thropic donor, but to the distinguished artists who 
have so ably contributed to our national wealth, 
we are glad t4 find that the whole of the metro- 
politan press has so zealously followed our ex- 
ample ; and we trust that it will be ultimately the 
means of causing a removal to some place where 
so great a gift can be seen and appreciated. 

The subject we have selected for illustration is 
from the pencil of G, 8, Newton, Esq., R.A,

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS., 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
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HE star of Prince Napo- 
leon is assuredly in the 
ascendant, if we may 
judge from the ill-sup- 
pressed heart-burnings 
of his opponents; and 
which just now are 
among the most amus- 
ing things in this republican 
city. Is it not extraordinary 
that people who are for ever 
talking of classical models can 
be go blind as not to perceive 
the immeasurable distance be- 
tween them and the polished and 
Art-loving Athenians? Itis to 
be hoped that efforts will soon be made to redeem the 
national character from the stigma of coarseness 
and a callous disregard for all the refinements of 
life which now attaches to it. In a work recently 
polishes there aye some remarks from the pen of 
Henry York on the two ‘ Sheares’’’—who perished 
in the former Irish rebellion—that comprise much 
which points to the aspect of “to-day” in Paris. 
It runs as follows;—‘ I was well acquainted in 
Paris with the two Messrs. Sheares, who lately 
suffered in Ipeland. The fate of the younger did not 
surprise me, but I was astonished to learn that the 
elder was also implicated, for he was apparently a 
man of most meek and exomplary manners, the father 
of an infant, and a widower—ties sufficiently strong, 
methinks, to haye curbed his ambition. He was, 
however, entirely under the influence of his brother, 
and, though he said little, he was quite (as the French 
say), when he did speak, d la hauteur de la revolution, 
The younger was the boutefeu of all the exiled patriots 
there. He was the man who proposed an address to 
the Convention for carrying arms against this country. 
If you look into the yreteee of the trial you will sce 
the account, though, while he lived, | never men- 
tioned his name, 4 have heard it remarked, and I 
have found the remark just, that no subject of tho 
British crown who entered into the views of the 
French returned from France without importing with 
him much of the FERocrTY of the French character 
and much of the bombast of their style. This has 
been fully illustrated by the manifesto that was found 
upon the younger, * # * I went with both of 
them to Versailles, and we visited the Little Trianon 
which the Queen of France had constructed. ‘The 
younger Sheares was so enchanted with the taste of a 
peraon who could conceive so beautiful a retreat, that 
1e fell on his knees and swore he would plunge a 
dagger in the heart of every Frenchman he met if a 

hair of her head were touched!” ; 
Ferocity, truly; and the worst of it is that this same 
quality is commonly embellished with superfine sent}. 
ment! For instance, le Sieur Coquast, recently exe- 
cuted for a double murder, is described by the French 
abet aga ‘'malheureux” who had not yet reached 
lis twenty-ninth year! His first assassination was 
that of his own wile, whom he very coolly disposed of 
with a carving-knife. For this crime he had sentence 
assed of perpetual confinement. He had not been 
ong in prison before he had some dispute with the 
chief of the atelier where he worked, and the next 
morning, as the man entered, he killed him on the in- 
stant by stabbing him with his knife. On being 
brought a second time to trial, for a second murder, 
he, with a true French philosophy, exclaims, “ Yes, I 
ama criminal; for ¢wice in my life I have  ulitag 
my choler to overcome my judgment; but I hope to 
obtain pardon,” &c. Executed he was; but before 
ascending the scaffold he gave into the hands of the 
prison chaplain a letter for his mother. The letter 
the journalist thus describes: —‘‘Cette lettre, em- 
preinte d’une pieuse tendresse et d’une sainte résigna- 
tion, se fait encore remarquer par ses sentimens élevés 

et par ses nobles pensées’’ ! !

Her Majesty and his Royal 
Highness the Prince Albert, her Serene Highness the

HER MAJESTY’S ETCHINGS. 
T'o enjoy the privacy which the humblest subject 
has at his command is one of those privileges almost 
denied to those exalted personages who more often 
possess than adequately discharge the duties of a 
monarch, Matters of state, matters of court 
etiquette, solicitations for patronage, and the 
thousand duties which pertain to that elevation, 
wear away the days and years of life, and render 
solitude and its contemplations an enjoyment 
rarcly to be obtained. All those affections, per- 
sonal and studious, in which the subject may 
delight, become, thus, almost an occasion of envy 
to the Crown ; and, oftentimes through an apparent 
necessity, are sacrificed for the less fruitful employ- 
ments of an office, dignified indeed, but irksome to 
the mind whose enlightened tendencies find, in 
the pleasures of retirement, a balm of exquisite 
solace and delight, 

If we should seck upon what theme those ten- 
dencies exist in the most perfect simplicity and 
truth, we must turn to that illustrious Lady whose 
title to the admiration and love of her people is no 
less indefeasible than her title to the crown she 
adorns. Gifted with the virtues of her sex toa 
degree which constitutes her, in fact as well 
as by courtesy, an example to the women of 
her country, her Majesty adds intellectual cul- 
ture to the graces of a benevolent disposition; 
and employs in the pleasures of musical and pic- 
torial art those hours which she can snatch from 
the duties of her station, Qualified both by edu- 
cation and taste for these intellectual amusements, 
it has transpired from time to time that such is the 
case; and in the private circle of her friends the 
abilities which, in conjunction with her Inivs- 
rrrous Consort, she displays in those delightful 
avocations have been extolled as equally remark- 
able with the good taste which prompts them,

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Paris,—Between six and seven o’clock on Saturday 
evening last 101 cannon-shots were fired in Paris, to 
announce to the inhabitants that the new Constitution 
had been voted by the National Assembly. The streets 
were soon filled with people anxious to learn what had 
happened to require the firing of cannon at such an 
unusual hour. The cause having been explained, the 
city resumed its usual tranquillity. 

Fai or VIeNNA.—Vienna (says the Morning Post) 
is now occupied by the imperial troops under the com- 
mand of Prince Windischgratz, who has established 
his head-quarters in the city. The surrender of the 
rebels was virtually unconditional, for it was agreed 
to under the conditions imposed by the Prince ; 
and these, it will be remembered, were of such a 
nature as to make the act equivalent to a surrender at 
discretion. What may be the ulterior consequences 
to the refractory citizens remains to be seen; but it is 
quite certain that the most stringent measures of the 
legitimate authorities could not be so burdensome to 
the capital as the tyranny of the armed rabble from 
which it has just been released. On the evening of 
the 29th, after the return of the deputation, the Com- 
munal Council assembled and called to its delibera- 
rations the commander-in-chief and all the sub- 
commanders of the National Guard, in order to 
deliberate whether the city could be any longer de- 
fended, and whether, if it could hold out longer, the 
capital would not thereby be exposed to the most 
deplorable consequences. . M. Messenhauser declared 
that he was quite ready to continue the defence if the 
Communal Council would command him to do so, but 
that the position of the imperial troops was such as 
to give the city no possible chance of an effectual 
defence. ‘The council then proceeded to vote, and 
the resolution to submit unconditionally was carried 
bya majority of two-thirds of the votes. On that same 
evening a deputation repaired to the Prince to inform

Tan pare Viscount Mrpieron.—An ins 
quest was opened at the close of last week at Pepper- 
harrow, the seat of the above nobleman, for the pur- 
pose of investigating the circumstances attending his 
melancholy death.

dead. The door of the room was shut, but not bolted 
the charcoal had been fired, and was burnt out, and 
the fumes were even then so strong that the medical 
man who was called in was obliged to ventilate the 
apartment in order to remain in it for a few moments, 
The evidence further showed that the deceased had 
been in a low and desponding state of mind for some 
time past—a circumstance which was accounted for 
by the fact of Lady Midleton having left Pepperhar- 
row a few months since.—The Rev. Mr, Elliott, an 
intimate friend of the deceased nobleman, was ex- 
amined. He dated the alteration in deceased’s state 
of mind from the period of the unfortunate separation 
from his wife in July, 1847. He had frequectly con- 
versed with the deceased, and was led to the im- 
pression that his lordship had sometimes contemplated 
self-destruction, He had seen his lordship, some few 
months back, on an occasion when he was painfully 
excited: he then said, “his life was a hell upon 
earth; that he had been on his knees all night, and 
that, by God’s mercy, he was enabled to resist the 
temptation.” Witness had had frequent conversa- 
tions with his lordship, which had calmed his mind, 
and he thought all was safe.

> was much distended. Mr. Jones, the chemist, soon 

afterwards came in, and said he had given the wrong 
medicine, and had sent strychnine instead of salicine. 
He had since made a post-mortem examination of the 
body, which was in perfect health; every organ was 
hea thy. There was no obvious cause of death. It 
was impossible to detect poison by strychnine. He 
had analyzed the mixture of which Mrs. Smyth had 
taken a part, and was quite satisfied that there was a 
large Peoncrtion of strychnine in it. Strychnine was 
sometimes used as a medicine; froma fortieth toa 
tenth apart of agrain would be adose. It was con- 
sidered that half a grain would produce death. It was 
impossible to state precisely how much was taken by 
the deceased; but, supposing the medicine to have 
been of a uniform strength, she must have taken be- 
tween two and three grains. From the examination 
of the body, witness was certain the deceased must 
have died from the effects of strychnine. There 
was nothing else to account for death.— Mr. 
Jones, having heard all the evidence, and having 
been cautioned as to what he should say, that, in case 
of the matter going to a trial, what he might say 
would be produced against him, and, therefore, advised

What a day of events was that 23rd of February!

At 
one time he was defending the barricades in the Rue 
Quincampoix, at another he was in the Rue de Tracy, 
again in the Rue St. Denis, thén in the Rue Philip- 
iter then in the Rue St. Honoré, Rue Poissoniére, 
Rue Montmartre, Rue Bourg l’Abbé, Rue de Clery, 
Rue Petit Carreau, the Rue Montorgueil.

aware of the desperadoes they had to deal with, and 
they were unyielding and, consequently, bore the brunt 
of every malignant passion which could be brought to 
bear upon them. We must pass over the dreadful 
scenes of murder that day committed before the change 
of the unpopular Ministry was announced. There were 
some who had fed the rebellion, and aimed at nothing 
more, Odilon Barrot addressed'the people as if the 
great object of all they had been fighting for was at- 
tained. Rollin Rembrant heard him with disdain, and 
told him plainly to his face, the people would have 
no Ministry of the King’s appointment. ‘ Vive le 
Peuple !”’ was the cry, and no mistake! 

That night was to be a stirring one, and Rollin 
had well-trained agents to execute his orders, He 
“was the immediate agent of the downfal of the 
Orleans dynasty, .Whilst all Paris was illuminated for 
the successes of the people, and for their victory over 
the cowardice, irresolution and vacillation of the 
troops of the line and the National Guard. he was 
planning the utter demolition of the whole fabric of 
the French Government. How it wag brought about 
we shall presently see. ;

material and colour as the lining. We have seen 
one of these grey velvet bonnets, trimmed with 
pias bands of pink satin and therry velvet, the 
effect of which was exceedingly light and elegant. 
A bonnet recently made up ne a Parisian milliner 
for a lady of rank may be here noticed, It is 
one of those fantasies not suited to general wear, 
though exceedingly stylish for the carriage-drive,

Curupren’s Dressres.—The style of children’s 
winter dresses is now pretty well fixed. These 
infantine costumes are, in many respects, merely 
miniature imitations of ladies’ dresses. <A pretty 
outdoor costuine for little girls consists of a small 
casaveck of black, green, or dark blue velvet, and 
plaited at the waist. It may be worn over a low 
dress of velvet ortaffety, Children under seven years 
of age invariably wear trousers of cambric muslin, 
edged with needlework, Beyond the age of seven 
the dresses of little girls should extend down to 
the ankle. Another favourite stvle of dress for 
gitls is composed of a gros-de-Naples skirt with 
tucks, and a black velvet spencer made & la 
Basque, or with a short skirt attached to the waist. 

Silk dresses, intended for evening costume, for 

oung ladies are made wit short sleeves and 
ow corsages, cut square. They may be trimmed 
with velvet ribbon or narrow fringe, put on in the 
échelle style. The same trimming as that on the 
skirt ornaments the front of the corsage, and the 
ends of the short sleeves are edged with a narrow 
border of worked muslin. In walking dress velvet 
paletots are very generally worn by children. 
They are wadded, lined with silk of the same 
colour as the velvet, and are fastened by a bow of 
ribbon in front of the waist. Cloaks of plaided 
cloth are also much in use. These little cloaks 
are trimmed all round the edge with three or four 
rows of flat braid; the sleeves are wide, and the 
pelerine rounded in front. The same style of 
cloak is also made in merino—wadded, lined with 
silk, and trimmed with very narrow velvet ribbon 
set on ina pattern, or they may be trimmed with 
braid or soutache, Furs will this year be much 
worn by young ladies, A pelerine, a muff, and 
trimmings at the ends of the sleeves of the same fur,

DesitraAnte EmrGrants.—The persons most re- 
quired in the colony, and who are eligible for a free 
passage, are agricultural labourers, shepherds, miners, 
a few mechanics, and single female domestic and 
farmhouse servants. An urgent demand exists for 
all these classes, especially the two last. In an official 
return, dated October 8, 1847, Mr. Munday, the Co- 
lonial Secretary, states, ‘ That young unmarried fe- 
males who emigrate to South Australia, wiahout friends 
or relations on board, are, on arriving in the colony, 
at once removed from the vessel bringing them to a 
house in Adelaide, where every necessary comfort is 
in readiness for their reception. They are placed under 
the immediate control of a matron; and a committee 
of ladies have benevolently undertaken to assist them 
in finding suitable employment,”’ 

Srarre or Property.—As the population returns 
show the number of the settlers at the end of 1847 
to have been 33,587, it follows that on an average they 
are consumers of import articles to the extent of £10 
ahead, every man, woman, and child, besides their 
expenditure for bread, butchers’ meat, and dairy pro- 

‘uce, What a comment does this single fact furnish

On There are no poor in South Australia. 
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derable mortality. But our fears are quite gone. 
For years past the statistics are most satisfac- 
tory.
